Weather forecasters in the back country 
are busily checking on the signs they hav e 
relied on through the y ears to show what 
kind of winter is ahead. They hav e ex am­ 
ined the thickness of pelts from trapped 
animals, the tightness of the corn husks 
around the ears, the height of muskrat 
houses, where the wild bees are locating 
their hiv es; and the stripes on the woolly 
bear caterpillars. 
Later on they ’ll be consulting the feeling 
in their bones and the aching of their 
corns, but these are short-range signals 
and not suitable bases for predicting a 
whole winter’s weather. 
Thus far, the consensus of the fore­ 
casters is that winter will begin December 
21, and that it will last a full three months 
by the calendar. But as to whether it will 
be sev ere, or mild, or in between, the prog­ 
nosticators do not agree, mainly because 
their fav orite signs do not agree. 


Debt Sharing 
Critics will hav e a tough time imputing 
big business fav oritism to the Pentagon’s 
decision to slowr down pay ments to major 
contractors, thus compelling some to seek 
millions in priv ate financing. The gov ern­ 
ment, its back against the wall with the 
$27 5,000,000,000 
debt 
limit 
v irtually 
reached, hopes thus to squeak by until the 
end of the calendar y ear. 
One estimate from the Pentagon is that 
aircraft, tank and ship builders, the major 
groups inv olv ed, may find it necessary to 
drum up as much as $5,000,000,000 from 
banks to make up for the slower remit­ 
tances. Contractors complain that the cost 
of serv ing the added debt inev itably will af­ 
fect unit prices, which, howev er, can be re­ 
negotiated. 
As $5,000,000,000 is quite a chunk of 
money , more widespread ramifications can 
be looked for, including tighter and pos­ 
sibly more costly credit. 
The question at bedrock is maintenance 
of the gov ernment’s credit, which might 
suffer if the debt limit were ex ceeded. But 
transferring part of the load to business as 
a short term ex pedient perhaps might hav e 
been more palatable if it hadn’t come as so 
great a shock. 
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The Indiana Economic Council has just 
released a report on the state's population 
and labor force, based on interpretations 
of the 19 50 Federal census. Contained in the 
report is information about Rush County 
that we feel may be of interest to some of 
y ou. 
The report, for instance, shows that this 
county had a sizeable surplus labor force. 
In 19 50, the census showed there were 59 9 
more industrial workers residing here than 
there were factory jobs in the county . The 
situation was about the same in all the ad­ 
joining counties ex cept Fay ette where there 
were 2,325 more jobs than there were resi­ 
dent industrial workers. Howev er, we had 
fewer surplus workers than any other coun­ 
ty around here ex cept Fay ette. 
Rush County ’s median family income 
was shown as $2,800 in 19 50. This was about 
av erage for the state. The figures for ad­ 
joining counties were: Henry $3,142, Fay ­ 
ette, $3,109 , Franklin $2,17 0, Decatur $2,- 
422, Shelby $2,840, and Hancock $3,09 2. St. 
J oseph County had the highest median in­ 
come, $4,150, and Crawford County the low­ 
est, $1,27 3. 
Rush County was about av erage also in 
the percentage of its labor force engaged in 
manufacturing. The local figure was 23.2 
per cent. Neighboring counties had these 
percentages: Henry 44.7 , Fay ette 51.4 (sec­ 
ond highest in the state), Franklin 28.2, 
Decatur 17 .3, Shelby 31.0, and Hancock 26.7 . 
The state percentages in this category 
ranged downward from Lake County ’s 53.6 
to Eenton County ’s 7 /6. 
Incidental information in the report in­ 
cluded these statistics: In 19 50, 7 0 per cent 
of all Indiana males ov er 14 were were mar­ 
ried. Only Florida had a higher rate—7 0.5 
per cent.

WASHINGTON UF — President Eisenhower every 
once in a while has to beat out a blaze started by 
his official family .

In answer to a question at a news conference, WH- j 
son said: 
“ I think they are three or four y ears back of 
where w’e are, so that to say . . . they ’ve got bombs I 
ready to drop and airp lanes to drop them with, I ; 
would p ersonally doubt a little.” 
This seemed in such conflict with the p ublicly -1 
stated gloomy views of others that Eisenhower or­ 
dered administration officials not to say any more 
about Russia and its atomic ability without first 
checking with this country ’s Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission. 
But at a later news conference, Wilson said the 
develop ment of new weap ons would “ in the long” 
p ermit this country to p ull some of its troop s out of 
Europ e. 
This troop reduction, he said, would be worked 
out over a “ reasonable p eriod” of time. He 
em-. 
p hasized that no men would be brought home “to­ 
morrow morning.” 
This statem ent jittered many Europ eans. In fac- i 
ing Russia on the continent, they want Americans 
beside them. 
Eisenhower’s administration got out the fire ex - 
j 
tinguisher again. Secretary of State Dulles said flat-1 
ly this country had no p resent p lans to cut back its 
forces in Europ e. The President himself at his Oct. 
19 news conference, said there is no p lan of any kind 
at this time for reduction of combat forces any where. 
On Monday one of Wilson’s right hand men, Harold 
E Talbott, secretary of the Air Force, was rep orted 
to have told rep orters in Madrid this country ’s air 
force occup y ing Sp anish bases would be sup p lied 
with “ atomic weap ons.” 
This information caused a stir in the cap ital. Dulles 
and Wilson, after an early morning conference with 
Eisenhower, said there is no p lan for storing atomic 
weap ons in Sp ain.
